Judge Levy in the District Court on 
Tuesday in the'case of - SUte vs, Jo- 
seph Enos Sousa, charged with mur- 
der In causing the death of Thomas 
Cahill just over the Middletown lino 
early on the'morning of the Fourth 
of July. 
William A. Peckhnm ap- 


peared'for the Town of Middletown 
nnd F. F. Nolan represented the de- 
fendant. 


A number of witnesses were called 


by the State to testify to events 
leading up to the killing, which oc- 
curred in defendant's restaurant. The 
woman, F/mily Porter, who held Ca- 
hill's head In her lap, while he lay 
dying in^front of the restaurant, was 
not called as a witness at the hear- 
ing, At the conclusion of the testi 
mony for the prosecution, the case 
wag further continued until Friday 
at request of counsel for defendant. 


Florence Gary, ten years old, of 


Sotnerville, Mass., was accidentally 
shot'and killed in the office of the 
City Gara.ge on Collins street last 
Sunday Afternoon, the. rifle being 
held by her young cousin, Kalph C. 
Carter, Jr., eight years old. 
The 


boy's father had gone to the garage 
to work on his car there, and left 
the two children in the office where 
they would be safe. It appeared that 
the boy saw the rifle lying on the top 
of the safe and climbed up to it. 
While he was examining it, the gun 
was discharged and the little girl 
was fatally in/ured, dying at the 
Newport Hospital -within a short time. 
The tragic

brought dense 


gloom to the members of both fam- 


Mr. James F. Dring died at his 


home on Kay street on Saturday af- 
ternoon, - after a long illness.

w&s a son of the late John Dring, 
and was a painter by trade, having 
keen engaged in business as a paint- 
ing contractor for a number of years.

WUECKED 1JOSTON HERE 


Hodlee Extricated from Wreckage In 


Nevrport 
Harbor—One 
Victim 


Died at the Newport HospKnl 


Newport has. been a center of 


maritime activity during the past few 
days, and 
tho 
presence 
of 'the 


wrecked steamer BoflUii In tho har- 
bor has attracted attention from all 
over tho country. 
Some of tho liv- 


ing passengers were landed, hero 
after tho collision, nnd the dead were 
taken from the damaged vessel nnd 
taken to an undertaking estajblish- 
inent here. 
One seriously injured 


passenger died in tho Newport Hospi- 
tal soon nfter arriving there. Nearly 
everybody in Newport has visited the 
waterfront within the past few days 
to gaze upon the crippled steamer as 
she Iny in the mud a short distance 
off tho Government Landing. 


The big new passenger steamer 


Boston of the Eiotorn Steamship 
Company plying between Boston and 
New York by the Cape Cod Canal 
route, left Boston last Monday evening 
with a full quota of passengers. 
It 


was a night of dense fog, but all 
went well until about midnight when 
the oil tanker Swift Arrow crashed 
into the side of .the Boston. The bow 
of the tanker penetrated for many 
feet into tho light superstructure of 
tho passenger, vessel, crushing four 
staterooms into a mass of wreckage 
and killing three passengers outright. 
The Swift Arrow backed away and 
lay to, to render assistance to the 
other 
steamer. 
Immediately 
sig- 


nals of distress were flashed from the 
wireless equipment of 
the 
Boston 


and responses were sent from other 
vessels within a distance of a few 
miles. 
• 


In the meantime the officers and 


crew of the Boston prepared to leave 
the ship; Fortunately the night waa 
warm and the sea was calm, and 
there was scarcely a'sign of panic" 
among all the passengers. The Bos- 
ton carried a full equipment of boats 
and these were put into the water as 
quickly as possible, although the pas- 
sengers claim that the crew showed 
evidence of inemciency in handling 
them, as it was about an hour and a 
half before the last boat was in the 
water. Some of these boats proceed- 
ed directly to the Swift Arrow, where 
their occupants were taken aboard. 
Others floated about until the Fall 
River Line steamers came up and 
picked them up. The steamers Ply- 
mouth and Priscilla of the Fall River 
Line took on a number of the sur- 
vivors and carrie'd them to New York. 
When the Commonwealth of the same 
line came back eastbound, her .Cap- 
Lain brought her in alongside the 
helpless stca'mer. With a navy tug 
lashed on one side and the Com- 
monwealth on the other, acting as 
pontoons to keep the Boston from 
sinking, tho steamer was brought 
into. Newport Harbor, arriving here 
about tl.OO o'clock Tuesday morning. 
The Boston was then allowed to sink 
jjently into the mud between the Tor- 
pedo Station and the Government 
Landing, whila the Commonwealth 
proceeded to her landing at 
Long 


wharf. A few of the passengers had 
been transferred 
to the 
Common- 


wealth and they were landed here, 
taking a train for Boston.

distress signal, broadcasted from the 
3oston after the collision, navy tugs 
were sent out from here, and the rev- 
enue cutter Acushnet dashed away 
'rom New Bedford. When the latter 
arrived at the scene, a severely in- 
ured man, who had been dug out of 
he wreckage 
by the 
crew, was 


ransferred to her, and she made a 
rush back to Newport, arriving here 
at about 8.30. 
The injured man was

le was hurried to th_e Newport Uos- 
pital in the ambulance, but died with- 
n a few hours, having been hope- 
lessly crushed while asleep in his 
berth. 


The crew of the Boston had been 


unable to reach the other victims of 
the accident, being unable to pene- 
trate the tangled mass of steel until 
acetylene torches could be secured. 
Upon arriving here, men from the 
navy joined in the work of rescue, 
and after some hours, the wreckage 
was opened enough to enable the 
withdrawal of the bodies. 
In one 


statcrocra were the bodies of two 
brothers, Robert P. Schlemm and 
John E. Schlemm, of Boston. They 
were taken to the Police Station and 


later to an undertaking establish 
ment, where they were subsequently 
identified by a brother who ' came 
here froni^ Boston. 


Another body recovered from the 


crushed staterooms was.that of Mrs. 
Oscar Green of New York, a bride 
of tut a few weeks, She was return- 
ing to New York with her husband. 
The latter was extricated from the 
wreckage, badly Injured end suffer- 
ing fom. shock, 
He was taken to 


Boston and wns n<£ tpld of the loss 
of his wife. 
Mrs. Grcen'B parents 


were waiting for her on the dock in 
New York when the Fall River Lino 
steamers arrived there with some of 
the survivors.. On returning to their 
home, they found a telegram noti- 
fying thorn of her death. 


As soon as the Boston arrived here 


Tuesday morning, Coroner Perry B. 
Diiwlcy boarded her and looked over 
the wreckage, examining the bodies 
as they were brought forth, 
Later 


in the day ho received a telegram 
from headquarters "of the Company 
in Boston asking that he assure him- 
self that no more bodies were left In 
the vessel. 
He then made another 


trip out, and after n careful survey 
of the'damaged part of the steamer 
felt confident that no other bodies 
could have been caught there. Med- 
ical Examiner Sherman gave permis- 
sion for the removal of the bodies. 


While some of the passengers on 


the Boston criticised the crew for 
apparent inefficiency in handling the 
life boats, 
thoy had nothing but 


praise for the capable manner in 
which the officers and crews of the 
Fall River Lino steamers did their 
work. Life boats were lowered from 
those vessels to transfer the passen- 
gers from the Swift Arrow to their 
own ships and the passengers agree 
that the work was performed with 
true maritime efficiency. 


As soon as word was received that 


the wrecked • steamer 
was 
being 


brought to this port'every local agen- 
cy wns put at work to render assist-'; 
since. Ambuanccs and vehicles of all 
kinds were drawn up at Long wharf, 
ready to give assistance to the injured 
or remove the dead. The forces of the 
lied Cross branch were mobilized, 
but their assistance was not needed, 
The Navy department nnd the Fall 
River Line rendered every assistance 
in their power and their services were 
greatly appreciated. 


The Scott Wrecking Company oi 


New London was notified of the ac- 
cident nnd at once dcpatchcd a force 
of men and lighter here to prepare 
the Boston for a trip to the dry dock 
in New York where repairs will tc 
made. It is estimated by officials of 
the Company that the cost will'not 
exceed $30,000. 
While some plates 


were started on the bottom, the most 
extensive damage was to the super- 
structure. It was the worst marine 
disaster that has occurred In these 
waters since the steamer Lnrchmont 
went down on a bitter February night 
some years ago, 


Experts from the wrecking com- 


pany hr.ve been busy for several days 
in making temporary repairs to fit 
the Boston for a trip to Now York, 
where she can go on the dry dock. A 
heavy shutter has been built to cover 
the exposed side of the vessel, and 
the task of putting that into place 
wns begun late Thursday night. 
It 


wns expected that the work might be 
completed in time to stnrt the voyage 
to New York late Friday. She will 
be taken in tow by powerful tugs, 
and the pumps will be kept going to 
reduce the water that is bound to 
leak in, 


All the freight has been removed 


fro,M- the Boston by the lighters of 
Robert S. Hayes and landed on tho 
dock. The personal belongings of the 
passengers that were left behind in 
the haste of leaving the ship havq 
been carefully collected and after be- 
ing labelled have been forwarded to 
New York. 


NEW SIDEWALKS PKOOKEflSING 


A:ihcueh tho Broadway pavement 


is comrleted, there is elill'much con- 
gestion on that thoroughfare. From 
Summer street north, on the west 
sjde of tho railroad frocks, the street 
is still closed to traffic In order to 
give the concrete time for proper 
curing. Both lines of rails are now 
in use, however, nnd this gives much 
improved service on the.street rail- 
ways nfter several months of un- 
certain schedules. 


When the new pavement wns laid 


there was of necessity some change 
in grade from the old ntreet levels. 
Thi» necessitated an adjustment of 
the curbs to correspond, and now the 
sidewalks in some plucc-s ore being 
rebuilt to conform to the new curb- 
ing. The firm of Colemnn Brothers, 
who had the contract for the paving' 
work on the street, have been awardr 
ed tho qonti'.ict for the sidewalk 
changes also, and began work Im- 
mediately. The walk between Pleas- 
ant street and Mnlbone Road haa 
been entirely re-laid, and the con- 
tractors are (now working farther 
north. 
This congests the roadway 


because of the piles of. material-used, 
but the Improvement will bo very 
noticeable after the work is • com- 
pleted. 
Some of these walks have 


been badly damaged by frost anyway 
and It is an excellent opportunity to 
get new walks on that Important 
street.

sort can be rendered. 


"My confidence that a way will be 


found to surmount all the existing 
difficulties lies in the fact that failure 
would-inyite chaos. There is no gain 
to anyone In that.' On tie other hand, 
going forward with reasonable meas- 
ures to put the plnn Into effect gives 
hope to all." -

American

Being Cut and Beaten in 


Streets of Teheran. 


COMPANION GRAVELY HURT 


Pair Attacked by Mob ol Fanatics as 


They Were Photographing a Foun- 
tain—Government Defers Action 


Pending Explanation 


Teheran, Persla.--Vlce Consul Hob- 


ert Imbrle, of Iho United Slalei..wtio 
died after he Iiad been beaten by a 
fanatical mob as he and an American 
named Melln Seymour were photo- 
graphing a.sacred fountain, wai bur- 
led at Teheran; the entire-diplomatic 
corps attending the'funeral • -.'.-•'" 
: Tho tragedy was'Ihe culmination of 


decent antl-'foreign _. anS particularly' 
anti-British activity' which had been 
evidenced In'the native press and else- 
where, and which the Goyernmi.nt'ap-' 
pears unable lo check owing to th« 
lack of laws controlling such activities 
of the'press. 


The,-fountain 
where 
Imbrle wa'i 


beaten and where Seymour, described 
as a driller, suffered serious Injuries 
at the hands of the crowd, l« sup- 
posed by the natives of Ihe city lo 
have been the scene a few days ago 
of a miracle and ever since huge 
crowds have been making pilgrimages 
to It. 


No Attempt to Place Jlame 


Washington.—Instructions were re- 


ceived by the Persian legation from 
Us .Government to express to th« 
Washington Government Its deep re- 
grel over the killing of Vice Consul 
Robert Irabrle by a native mob at 
Teheran and lo state that the Persian 
Government will do "all In Its power 
to fulfill Us duties in this caie." 


The Persian Government, It was 


added, Is seeking" "Ihe guilty persons 
In tbe case and will take all possible 
•teps to secure tholr punishment." 


First advices on the killing from 


Joseph 3. Kornfeld, United States 
Minister at Teberan, were received 
at the Slate Department, but were 
regarded as too meagre to form the 
basis of any decision as lo respon- 
sibility for Ihe death of Imbrlo. Sum- 
marizing these advices in a statement, 
tho department said: 


"A cablegram from the American 


Minister at Teheran, Joseph S. Korn- 


• feld, oated on the -evening of July 18, 
states that Vice Consul Imbrle suc- 
cumbed at 3 o'clock In the afternoon 
lo the shock following an assault by 
a inob which practically cut and beat 
him-to death. 


"The. Minister reports that for some 


days 'throughout the olty there had 
been denouncements of Bahals, a re- 
ligions sect, and many religious dem- 
onstrations. It appears that at 11 a. 
m. Ihe Vice Consul, accompanied by 
Seymour, a prisoner in Ihe Consulate, 
stopped- their carriage in front of one 
of these demonstrations, and it was 
alleged that the Vice Consul had 
taken pictures. > 


"The mob rushed upon him, crying 


out that he was a Uahais, and, though 
the servant of an American mission- 
ary cried out that he was the Ameri- 
can Consul, the mob took no heed 
of the statement, dragged the Ameri- 
cans from their carriage'. and at- 
tacked them savagely. The Minister 
adds 
that 
Seymour's 
condition la 


grave, and that he could make no 
statement." 


Reference by Minister Kornfeld to 


Melln Seymour as a "prisoner In tbe 
Consulate" was regarded by officials 
as presenting no unusual feature, as 
ho Is understood to have .been tried 
by the United States Consular Court 
In Persia for alleged mistreatment 
of native workmen engaged in oil de- 
velopment projects in which he was 
interested. 


Under Ihe extra-terrltoriallty court 


system set up by agreement between 
the United States and Persian govern- 
ments, Americans are tried by Ameri- 
can courts In Persia, rather than by 
native tribunals, and this policy is 
followed whenever trouble develops 
between Americans and natives In 
that country. 
Such a trial was re- 


ported to have been held for Seymour, 
the sentence of the court being a 
year's confinement In the Consulate

Many grout'theologians would 
open Ihe Ulblc ut random, *»lze any 
vereo.au a text und then preach from 
that text for hours with tho flrm belief 
th'at the hand of (lie Almighty had 
guided him to Ihe chapter end verse 
upon which ho based .his sermon. 


Tlie llcv. Timothy Edwards belonged 


to that school. A graduate, of Harvard 
of tho class of 1001, he WOB ordained 
pastor of a newly-founded Congrega- 
tional church at Windsor, Conn., in 
1604 nnil occupied the pulp'lt of that 
church for C4 years. He was weir ac- 
quainted with Hebrew literature and 
was particularly distinguished' for his 
accurate knowledge o( .the Latin and 
Grecirclassics:v In pre'rmrlng-hla'-ter-' 
mons 'Mr. • Edwards' wouldl ifoto 'on : 
imall Blips of paper his "fli-stllea" and 
"secondllcs." 
Then ho woiild study 


these manuscript outlines, but when 
he entered the pulpit ho would leave 
them In his study. 


For many years It was his custom 


to preach'entirely without notes, but 
one sermon, n copy of which Is in the 
Yale' library, Is known to have' been 
written in full by Mr. Kdwards. This 
was preached at the general election 
In 1732. 


Of these papers, Dr. Sereno Edwards 


Dwlght, son 61 thei .elder president 
Timothy Dwlght, wrote: '"He nlwayi 
preached extemporaneously, and, until 
he was upwards of seventy, without 
noting down the heads of his dis- 
course. After that time'he commonly 
wrote-the divisions on small slips of 
'paper, which, a» they occasionally/ap- 
peared Between the leaves of ihc Bible 
that he held In his hand, his parish- 
ioners' called 'Mr. Edwards' thumb pa- 
pers.1 » • • , . - • • 


These papers, the gift to Yale of 


Dr. James Hosiiier Fennlman of Phila- 
delphia, cover OS pages and Include 
sermons preached in 1722 and 1723.

This two-yenr rotation 
of corn nnd oats teaches a most valu- 
able lesson, for the field hns almost 
produced-ns mnny bushels of corn as 
the field thnt was In corn every year, 
and at the same time tins produced an 
nvernge of nearly 40 bushels of oats 
per ncrc during the yenrs thnt this 
crop was grown.

In Europe, where the; nlfnlfn weevil Is 
native, for suitable species. Of the 12 
species which linvc been brought from 
Kuropc into the United States flve 
have shown promise ot practical use- 
fulness.In Utah. 
One In particular, 


Hathyplecles cnrciillonts, .hns become 
well established, so.that It actually 
swarms in Infested fields In this state 
and, in some Instances, destroys ove 
00 per cent of the weevil larvae. Sev- 
eral promising species of pnrasltes 
which might aid In controlling olher 
stages of the ..weevil have thus fnr 
failed to become oslnbllshed.

Ono thing the successful soy bean 


grower learns Is Ihnt they must be 
given (he right core at the right time.

Weeds reduce the yield and quality 
of the heaus severely, make culling 
very . difficult and nt threshing lime 
there Is a mass of stuff to handle. 


Turnips and Rutabagas 


Are Valuable for Feed 


Hoth turnips and rutabagas can be 


grown for summer, autumn and winter 
crops, and nre vnlunblo throughout the 
scnson as food for nil kinds of live 
stnclf. 
The housewife is lenrnlng to 


appreciate both the turnip and rutn- 
haga more each year. 


While we need more or less sweets 


in our dnily supply of food, we nre be- 
ing cautioned ngalnst the use of sugar, 
and it Is natural to be looking aboul 
for olher sources of sweets.

Those fine yellow nnd white varieties 
used ns food contain a certain percent- 
age- of sugar, nnd their use as food 
will supply n need of the body and as- 
sist greatly In the reduction of the cost 
of living. 


It will pny to grow both turnips and 


rutabagns. They will do well on most 
any soil, bul prefer a rich, sandy loam. 


Favor Nitrate of Soda 


to Fertilize Corn Crop 


'The yield of corn Is determined very 


Inrgely by the amount of nmmonla 
used In the fertilizer, according to 
I'rof. 0. P. Blackwell, agronomist nt 
Clcmson 
college, who thinks that 


nitrate of soda pays ranch better on 
corn than other forms of fertilizers, 
and that 150 to 200 pounds of soda 
per acre Is not too much to apply to 
the average land. 


Side dressing of soda should bs ap- 


plied to corn whfn the plants are three 
to four feet high. Much of the nitro- 
gen Is wasted when farmers wait until 
the corn begins to silt and tasiel be- 
fore applying soda. Much better re- 
sults are secured when the goda If 
applied at the proper time. The r«te 
of application of soda will have muci 
to do with the crop secured.
